There is widespread appreciation ex- 

sed by the business interests of the 
* country as regards the practical value 
of the facilities now offered by the 
Gepartment of state and the depart- 
ment of commerce and labor for the 
furtherance of American commerce. Cog- 
ferences with their officers at Washingt 
who have an. expert knowledge of trade 
conditions in foreign .countries and with 
constiar officers and commercial agents of 
the department of commerce and labor who, 
while on leave of absence, visit the principal 
industrial centers of the United States, have 
been found of great value. These trade 
conferences are regarded as a particularly 
fomising method of governmental aid in 
foreign trade promotion. The 'department 
of commerce and labor has arrauged to give 
ublicity to the expected arrival and the 
tinerary of consular officers and commer- 
celal agents while on leave in the United 
States, in order that trade organizations 
may arrange for conferences with them. 
‘As I ha indicated, it is increasingly 
Clear that to obtain and maintain that 
eqnity and substantial equality of treatment 
essential to the flourishing foreign trade, 
which becomes year by year more impor-

, CRYING NEED FOR AMERICAN 


MERCHANT MARINE 


~ J need.hardly reiterate the conviction 
that there should speedily be built up an 
Ameérican merchant marine. This is neces- 
gaty to “issure’ favorable transportation 
facilities to our great ocean-borne com- 
merce as well as to supplement the navy 
with an adequate reserve of ships and men. 


It would have the economic advantage of | 


keeping at home part of the vAst sums now 
paid foreign shipping for carrying Ameri- 
cah goods. All the great commercial na- 
tions pay heavy subsidies to their merchant 
marine, so that it is obvious that without 
some. wise aid from the Congress the United 


‘States must lag behind in the matter of 


merchant marine inu\its present anomalous 
position. 


Legigiation. to facilitate the extension of 


Americhn banks to foreign countries is 


another matter in which our foreign trade, 


needs assistance. 

The interests of our foreigg commerce 
are nonh-partizan, and as a factor in pros- 
perity are as broad as the land. In the dis- 
semination of useful information and in 
the coordination of effort certain unofficial 
associations have done good work toward 
the promotion of foreign commerce. It is 
cauBe for regret, however, that the great 
number of such associations and the com- 
parative lack of cooperation between them 
fails to secure an efficiency commensurate 
with the public interest. Through the 
agency of the department of commerce and 
labor, and in some cases directly, the de- 
partment of state transmits to 
business interests information of 
mercial opportunities, supplementing 
regular published consular reports. Some 
-eentral organization in touch with associ- 
ations aud chambers of ecommerce through- 
out the country and able to keep 
purely American interests in closer 
touch with different phases of com- 
mercial affairs would, I believe, be 
of great value. Such organization might 
be managed by a committee composed of a 
small number of those now actively carry- 
ing on the work of some of the larger as- 
sociations, and there might be added to the 
committee, as nrembers ex officio, one or 
two officials of the department of state and 
one or two Officials from the department o 
commerce anid labor and representatives oj 
the appropriate committees of Congress. 
The authority and success of such an or- 
ganization would evidently be enhanced if 
the Congress should see fit to prescribe its 
scope anfl organization through legislation 
which would give to it some such official 
standing as that, for example, of the Na- 
tional Red Cross. 

With thése factors and the continuance 
of the foreign-service establishment (de- 
partmental, diplomatic, and consular) upon 
the high plane where it has been placed 
by the recent reorganization this govern- 
ment would be abreast of the times in 
fostering the interests of its foreign trade, 
and the rest must be left to the energy 
and enterprise of our business men. 


IMPROVEMENT OF THE FOREIGN 
SERVICE 


The entire foreign-service organization is 
being improved and developed with especial 
regard to the requirements of the commer- 
celal interests of the country. The rapid 
growth of our foreign trade makes it 
the utmost importance that governmental 

ncies through which that trade is to be 
aided and pYotected should possess a high 
degree of efficiency. Not only should the 
foreign representatives be maintained upon 
@ generous scale in so far as salaries and 
establishments are concerned, but the selec- 
tion and advancement ef ofticers should be 
definitely and permanently regulated by 
law so that the service shall not fail to 
attract men of high character and ability. 
The experience of the past few years with 
a partial application of civil service rules 
to the diplomatic and consular service 
leaves no doubt in my mind of the wisdom 
of a wider and more permanent extension 
of those principles to both branches of the 
foreign service. The men selected for ap- 
pointment by means of the existing ex- 
ecutive regulations have been of a far 
higher average of intelligence and ability 
than the men appointed before the regula- 
tions were promulgated. Moreover, the 
feeling that under the existing rules 
there is reasonable hope for per- 
manence of teuure during good behavior 
and for promotion for meritorious service 
bas served to bring -about a zealous activity 
in the interests of the country, which never 
before existed or could exist. It is my 
earnest conviction that the enactment into 
law of the general principles of the exist- 
ing regulations can uot fail to effect further 
improvement in both branches of the for- 
elgn service by providing greater induce- 
ment for young men of character and 
ability to seek a career abroad in the ser- 
vice of the government, and an incentive to 
those already in the service to put forth 
greater efforts to attain the high standards 
which the successful conduct of our Inter- 
nftional relations and commerce requires, 

1 therefore again commend to the favor- 
able action of the Congress the enactment 
of a law applying to the diplomatic and 
consular service the principles embodied in 
section 1733 of the revised statutes of the 
United States, in the civil-service act 
Jan. 16, 1883. and the executive orders 
June 27. 1006, and of Nov. 26, 1909. In its 
consideration ef this tmportant subject | 
desire to* recall to the attention of the Con- 
gress the very favorable report made on 
the Lowden bill for the Improvement of the 
foreien service lv the foreign affairs com- 
mittee of the House of Representatives.

This prompt confirmation makes pos- 
sible the beginning of the official acts 
by the board toward what may be made 
the development of Boston as one of 
the greatest seaports of the world. 
Much public-spirited effort has gone into 
the movement up to this point, and the 
prosperity of the entire northeastern 
part of the United States is the stake 
in the outcome. 

It was foreseen by th® persons most 
concerned that there are involved vast 
properties and the unlimited future of 
Boston as a port. It is pointed out that 
the private interests which are concerned 
with the development of the waterfront 
have been fully awake to the situation 
in advance of the public and that they 
have been able to secure ample protection 
in the legislation of the last session. At- 
tention is called to the fact that exemp- 
tion for 40 years from the force of the 
right of eminent domain for the taking 
of the property which the directors of 
the port may wish to take is granted un- 
less the Legislature gives special author- 
ization. 

Thus it is in the power of private in- 


terests to restrict the development which 
'the board may regard as imperative for 
the promotion of the enterprise in a 
broad way. There are so many private 
rights clustered around the harbor, in ad- 
dition to the rights of the state, that 


there is felt to be a serious peril to the 
fit development of the harbor proposi- 
‘tions because private interests may de- 
mand liberal treatment beyond the re- 
‘quirements of justice.

in-chief of the Berlin fire brigade, to 
witness a special display at the head 


depot. All that was already known of 


the excellence of the brigade was con- 


firmed and several interesting improve- 
ments were exhibited. 

In the large courtyard of the depot 
the men were drawn up before a lofty 
building. The drill was most accurate. 
the fixing of the ladders and the ascend- 
ing taking place with astonishing rapid- 
ity. Horses have gradually been reduced 
in number, to 18; engines are now nearly 
all automobiles and will very shortly 
consist of them alone; their number 
when complete will be 140 for greater 
Berlin. 

Benzine is used only for the officers’ 
inspection cars, the engines being al) 
electric. The rate they travel at ‘and 
the speed with which the men descend 
and have their apparatus in action is 
eqyaled in few cities of the world. 

One of the newest improvements is 
the “water tower,” which is carried in 
a surprisingly small compass on one of 
the engines, This is used in the narrow 
yards of old houses where there is’ bon

Worked by machinery, the tower, which 
is formed of steel plates, rapidly unfolds 
itself, drawing up in its interior a pipe 
that projects a jet of tremendous force. 

The new windowed smoke-helmets 
are furnished ‘with a speaking tube by 
which a man in the burning building is 
able to communicate with those at the 
other end. Oxygen is supplied to him 
by means of a pipe filled by a large 
bellows worked by one of his colleagues. 
He is able to work in the helmet for 
three quarters of an hour in the densest 
atmosphere with practically no incon: 
venience. 

Four huge piles of wood forming a 
square were then ignited. One of the 
men, clad in fireproof clothes, walked 
into the flames and began to pliy the 
hose he carried in his hand upon them. 
He himself wag a moving fountain. From 
his helmet poured a continuous stream 
of water jets, pumped from the hydrant, 
keeping him safe and even cool amid 
flames that scorched the faces of the 
spectators many yards away. 


The interesting display closed with an- 
other practical invention, which it is 
said will soon be introduced in many of 
the Berlin theaters and public buildings. 
At a given signal all the windows of a 
house opened, a handle was turned and 
an iron ladder, which had been pre: 
viously concealed in the facade of the 
building, stood out conveniently for 
deacent from each window, connected 
with the one below and furnished with a 
small iron balustrade. . This ingenious

her home demand may be met. Wanton waste 1s pronounced the 
first cause of the decay in the industry. Time was When farmers 
in the maritime provinces burned thousands of tons of oysters annu- 
ally for the lime contained in the shells. Fishing through the ice 
has also been a cause of great destruction. The oysters were raked 
up through holes, the larger ones sent to market, the smaller ones 
left to perish. 

Disagreement between the federal and provincial governments 
was long responsible for confusion as to jurisdiction, which pre- 
vented the enactment and enforcement ot proper legislation. The 
provinces still own the oyster beds, but the Dominion xnposes fishing 
regulations ‘and restrictions. Divided authority means insecurity 
tor the investor, or fisherman, and it iS proposed now to change the 
law so that those who engage in the promotion of the industry shall 
have better assurance of protection. The conservation commission 
holds that only through the leasing of the beds for a term of years 
to strong companies can the oyster industry be restored. To this 
end it recommends that the Dominion and provincial governments 
get together with the view of agreeing upon a policy that: will encour-

In other words, what was supposed fo be the climax in 
fortune-making through oil was not reached, or even approached, 
at the time the first onslaughts were made against that giant corpo 
ration and those behind it. Oil production today is nearly four 
times as great as it was twenty: vears ago. Once confined almost 
wholly to Pennsylvania, its field now extends as far west.as Cali- 
fornia, as far southwest as Texas. Oil is produced in Ilingis and 
Louisiana, in Kansas and Oklahoma. It is known that there are 
underground streams and rivers of it yet untouched. What is more 
to the point, it 1s known that the supply, contrary to common belief, 
is not easily exhausted in any quarter. The first Drake well, sunk 
in 1859, if properly cleaned, would still, it is believed, yield one third 
of a barrel a day. 

At the present time there are 140,000 wells active, their aver- 
age output being about four barrels a day. This average, however, 
is maintained by the newer wells. There are many in the East which oa 
will not now yield over a barrel a day on an average.
